Because countless children have 
been spared death from prevent- 
able disease, there has 
been

marked increase in the 
average 
length of life. Consequently, more 
deaths now occur from conditions 
which develop in middle and late 
life. 
. 
. '• 
In the 10th century, the average 
length of life in western Europe is 
said to have been 19 years. In 1942, 
in the United States, life expectan- 
cy at birth was 64 years for white 
males and 09 years for white "fe-, 
males. 
In 1900, the leading causes 
of 
death were tuberculosis, pneumonia 
and diarrhea and enteritis. Today, 
they are heart disease, cancer ,and 
apoplexy. 
The control of contagious child- 
hood diseases is still incomplete; 
many children still die of tubercu- 
losis, diarrhea and enteritis,. dipth- 
eria, measles, and whooping cough. 
But public health authorities have 
a method for preventing or control- 
ling the effects of every contagious 
disease except infantile paralysis, 
and in time the job will be com- 
pleted. 
An increase in the average len 
glh of life occurs when diseases 
which destroy life prematurely are 
eliminated. The earlier in life the 
point at which a disease strikes 
the greater the effect its medica 
mysteary has upon the span of life 
People live longer in those state 
which are primarily 
agricultural 
with South Dakota. Kansas, Iowa, 
arid Nebraska leading the list.

Because countless children have 
been spared death from prevent- 
able disease, there has 
been

marked increase in the 
average 
length of life. Consequently, more 
deaths now occur from conditions 
which develop in middle and late 
life. 
. 
. '• 
In the 10th century, the average 
length of life in western Europe is 
said to have been 19 years. In 1942, 
in the United States, life expectan- 
cy at birth was 64 years for white 
males and 09 years for white "fe-, 
males. 
In 1900, the leading causes 
of 
death were tuberculosis, pneumonia 
and diarrhea and enteritis. Today, 
they are heart disease, cancer ,and 
apoplexy. 
The control of contagious child- 
hood diseases is still incomplete; 
many children still die of tubercu- 
losis, diarrhea and enteritis,. dipth- 
eria, measles, and whooping cough. 
But public health authorities have 
a method for preventing or control- 
ling the effects of every contagious 
disease except infantile paralysis, 
and in time the job will be com- 
pleted. 
An increase in the average len 
glh of life occurs when diseases 
which destroy life prematurely are 
eliminated. The earlier in life the 
point at which a disease strikes 
the greater the effect its medica 
mysteary has upon the span of life 
People live longer in those state 
which are primarily 
agricultural 
with South Dakota. Kansas, Iowa, 
arid Nebraska leading the list. Th^ 
average span of life is 
shorter 
where people 'earn their living in 
industry.

these years has deterred him and 
other good men in the movement 
from.fighting the Mike Carrozzos, 
the Bi-ownes and Bioffs and the 
Joe Fays on the ground that the 
internal aftairs of the autonomous, 
unions are family matters, so to 
speak 
Mr 
Olander and his like 


know that the rank and file sub- 
jects of such crooks 
can't 
rebel 
against them, artd I think he knows, 
as I do, that a poor fellow named 
Pegler, who did try to start a fight 
in the union of operating engi- 
neers, which is Fay's union, right 
there in Chicago, where Olander 
lives, was murdered m .sight of his 
home the night after he had tele- 
phoned the office of Internal Re- 
envue to say that one of the high 
officials of the union had chased 
him arid threatened to kill 
him. 
The police were no good to Pegler 
and the man to whom he tele- 
phoned for protection, 
a 
special 


agent named never-mind because' 
I believe he is still in the service, 
had no authority to 
protect 
him 
even though his 
mortal danger 
arose from the fact that he had 
been giving the treasury informa- 
tion about this boss unioneer's in- 
come. This 
special 
agent 
was 
brave enough all right. 
Having 
worked on the Capone income-tax 
case, he went into 
an 
all-night 
mope 
because 
his 
superiors 
wouldn't let him go out and put 
handcuffs on the big babbopn and 
bririg him in alone, but let his law- 
yer surrender him the next day, in- 
stead. But he wasn't a policeman 
so this poor fellow was murdered 
and that is a risk that the rank- 
arid-filer takes in running an insur- 
rection against the desperadoes. I 
am sure Mr. Olander knows this, 
but, it was a family affair. 


Mr. Olander says that 
if 
the 


critics Of unionism are substantial- 
ly .right, "then we must readjust 
our attitudes 
accordingly," be- 
cause, already a dozen states have 
enacted restrictive laws and

"anti-labor," as of 
course

iren't, that is the people's will. 


Mr. Olander says

.mist reform voluntarily and I say 
:hey won't and he knows 
they 


von't and that he defeated his own 
proposal by his negative atitucle 
In the imminent presence of out- 
rageous Jocal union conditions in 
his own particular jurisdiction all 
thesa years. When I refer to his 
jurisdiction, I don't mean that he 
had official powers to depose the 
filthy things who abused the rank 
.mcl file and betrayed the labor 
movement in Chicago. But he is a 
man of standing there and if he 
had made himself heard 
against

Britain May 
Compromise 
in Palestine 


Exiled Representatives of 
Baltic States Trying to 
Get Their Case Before U N

London, Feb. 7 —W)— Informed 
sources said today the British cab- 
inet was considering a compromise 
Palestine formula which would al- 
low 100,000 Jews from 
European 
displaced persons camps to enter 
immediately 
a 
semi-autonomous 
Jewish province in the Holy Land. 


This plan was attributed to For- 


eign Secretary Ernest Bevin and 
Colonial Secretary Arthur 
Creech 
Jones. 


There was no immediate indica- 


tion from 10 Downing street wheth- 
er the cabinet had accepted it. 


President Truman told Jewish 
leaders in Washington last July the 
U. S. government was willing to 
assume technical and financial re- 
sponsibility for the tansportation 
of 100.000 immigrants from Europe 
to Palestine.

A foreign office spokesman said 


today no British approaches 
had 


been made to the State 
Depart- 
ment on a Palestine settlement. 
Government sources said 
after 


the cabinet meeting it was almost 
certain the new British proposals 
for Palestine would be conveyed to 
Arab and Jewish leaders in Lon- 
don over the weekend. They added 
it was likely that Arab delegates 
to the official Palestine conference 
would meet Bevin 
and 
Crrech 
Jones once again Monday, and, be- 
cause of their 
"uncompromising 


opposition" to further Jewish im- 
migration, 
the 
talks 
probably 


would dissolve immediately. 


Qualified informants said Bevin 
was alarmed at the possibility of 
an Arab outbreak if the Palestine 
Arabs should be dissatisfied with 
a partition of the Holy Land into

Bevin and Crrech Jones appar- 


ently led the opposing cabinet fac- 
tions-.

meeting that "we were allowed ;to 
see none of the features of 
the 


British government's newest

born child" — the new Palestine 
plane. 


Jewish and government -source's 
both said Shertok discounted the 
possibility of an Arab outburst in 
the event of partition. 


Creech Jones was reported 
in 


favor of a compromise 
formula 


which would partition Palestine 
over a period of five years, with 
the Arabs and Jews having 
the 


right to secede at the end of that 
time. He also would remove all 
limitations in immigration for the 
Jewish area and would give 
the 
Jews more territory than previous- 
ly suggested.

Florida, after another night of 


sub-freezing temperatures,

totaling up crop damage. Temper- 
atures during the night dropped to 
26 at Jacksonville.

midnight tonight, the State Citrus 
Commission banned all shipments 
of fresh fruit from the state. The 
commission wants to prevent dam- 
aged fruit from getting to northern' 
markets 
and 
injuring 
Florida's 


reputation for "good, edible, high 
quality fruit," a spokesman said. 


Some 15,000 workers will be af- 


fected by the shutdown of packing, 
canning and processing operations. 
An estimated 2,000 Florida teach- 
ers already were idle, after 
un- 
heated schools in some southern 
Florida counties were closed yes- 
terday.
